What is generally believed to be St. Nicholas first and 
best-known act of kindness was the presentation of dow­ 
ries to the three daughters of a poor nobleman. Accoid- 
ing to the story, St. Nit holas learned that the poor girls 
hud decided among them selves that one of them wouid 
sell herself into slavery in order that the two others 
could marry in honor. On separate occasions, St. Nich­ 
olas tossed three hags of gold into each girl’s window, 
so that all three were married with honor, and in the 
usual fashion, lived happily ever after. 
St. Nicholas died in 1142, after being imprisoned by the 
Roman Emperor Diocletian and released by the first 
Christian emperor, Constantine.

It was not until som etim e in the 11th Century that his 
fam e spread beyond the small province where he was 
born, lived and died. Seafarers picked up m any of the 
legends and carried them with them to the “m odem 
world. Italian sailors took his bones from the chapel at 
Myra and carried them to Italy. Because the journey 
was over unusually calm seas, the sailors adopted St. 
Nicholas as their patron saint. 
The legends of St. Nicholas were then carried to Eng­ 
land and eventually to the New World.

(orphan of the Virgin» and how 
he traveled long ago from the 
far, far north. He talked to stout 
little men, to tall red men, to 
men in huts, to men in tali houses 
made of stone, to men who make 
broad roads and wear fine soft 
clothes and pearls and silver and 
gold. The Ulikron passed among 
them long, long ago and told the 
men to be good, to love good, and 
to do good. The Ulikron passed 
and talked. His eyes were soft 
and seeing His eyes saw through 
men His eyes saw and saw and 
men looked on and wept and 
stopped their wars. They stopped 
their hate. Their bows and arrows 
shot the deer but never 
man 
again.

Who Refly Sent 
Thai Very First 
Christmas Card? 


What is generally conceded to 
be the first card specifically de­ 
signed as a Christmas greeting— 
the card designed in England by 
J. Horsley for Sir Henry Cole (in 
1843)—did not meet with an en- 
thusiastic reception. Sent to his 
personal friends. Cole's card had 
side panels which depicted the 
feeding of the hungry and the 
clothing of the naked. This was 
veil and good. The objections to 
the card aroae from the illustra­ 
tion in the central panel—a scene 
to which s middle-class English 
family raised their wine glasses 
to toest en absent friend (obvious­ 
ly the recipient of the card). The 
scene so aroused temperance zea­ 
lots that Cote never authored an­ 
other card.

Actually the search for the 
“first” Christmas card la still go­ 
ing on. Although it bare no spe­ 
cific greeting, the New York His­ 
torical Society, some 90 years be­ 
fore the Horsley-Cole card, sent 
to members and friends of the 
society a woodcut of St. Nicholas, 
which bore a Christmas poem to 
both Dutch and English. 
In 1932, Carl W. Drepperd dis­ 
covered to a Pennsylvania attic a 
“broadsheet” issued about 1942 by 
John M. Wolff, Philadelphia print­ 
er. The sheet, 10 inches by 15 
inches, featured a reproduction of 
C. C. Moore’s “The Visit of St. 
Nicholas” and as well carried the 
greeting. "A Merry Christmas 
and A Happy New Year.” 
The first commercial venture 
into the Christmas card business 
was made in IMS when an Eng­ 
lish firm hired Punch cartoonist 
C. H. Bennett to illustrate a se­ 
ries of cards which were sold to 
that year as “Christmas compli­ 
mentary stationery.”
